A system for tha automatic 
selection of routes In an un- 
known city was shown by Sie- 
mens at Ihe latest automobile 
show In Frankfurt am Main.

Food Programme: 
first steps

Moscow has been the venue 
tor an All-Union Economic Con- 
ference which discussed the first 
results In Iho Implementation ol 
Ihe Food Programme end Ihe 
problcnu Involved Id Ihe de- 
velopment oi llie agroindustrial 
complex. 

The Food Programme, far Ihe 
period tinlll (he year 1900, was 
approved In May 1682. Slnco 
then, almost two years have pas- 
sed, or less thon one-fourth of 
Iho period assigned for Its Im- 
plementation. In essence, Iasi 
year was the first when the 
entire cycle of agricultural work 
lank Mils document into account. 

The year's results received 
ambivalent appraisal nl (he cen- 
feiunca. On Ibe one hand, Ihe 
results are encouraging. Tho 
gross agricultural product In- 
creased by live per cent against 
lhe previous ycm. The 
efficiency of collective and slate 
farms I no cased, lliclr profits 
w»:ie iE(i a and tlio r.ilo of social 
I rnns formal Ion In the country- 
side was sped up. 

On tlio other liiind, II ive com- 
pii ru these results wllli what 
hail hceii oiilllncil In Ihe plans 
Inr tlio llrsl llireo yenrs ot (ho 
run uni five-year plan perl oil, 
the n\ ci nil situation in Mm agLn- 
r l,i n set loi Is ii kI wholly satisfy- 
ing- 

Today, wo aic laced Wllli tile 
task In achieve higher levels In 
llie prod uc lion ol grains, and In- 
dustrial crops nod Lo provide the 
people wllli food products, parti- 
cularly meal, milk, fruit and 
vegetables, stressed Konstantin 
Chernenko at the conference. 
The main way to accomplish 
what has been planned Is to 
speed up Hie transfer of agri- 
culture onto more Intensive rails 
of development, and to consider- 
ably Increase the return from 
llie potential crealed In the col- 
lective and stale farms, he fur 
tber emphasized. 

The problems ol Intensification 
were given, naturally, Ihe centre 
of attention by the participants 
oi the conference. They also 
spoke about further development 
of agricultural machine-building 
and Improvements, about the in- 
crease in the contribution by 
science, and about overcoming' 
ol the lag In the branches ser- 
vicing agriculture. And yet, the' 
main reserves lie In agriculture' 
Itself which has so far not been 
making sufficiently effective use 
of the huge resources allocated 
for II by the state. This b£ 
comes particularly evident 11 we 
compare the results from dif- 
ferent farms working In appro- 
ximately similar conditions. Why 
does one collective or stale farm 
gather, year In, year out, four dr 
more tonnes of wheat per hec- 
tare, while another neighbouring 
farm only one-third and even 
one-fourth of that amount? A 
simple calculation reveals: II all 
farms achieved llie level of pro- 
ductivity which Is customary lor 
the advanced farms, this would 
allow not only tho fulfilment, but 
an overfulfilment of Ihe quotas' 
of tho Food Programme and the 
radical solving of all prabloms 
associated with It. 

Effective use of the potential 
In the countryside depends moil 
of all on the people, ihelr work 
and ihelr Interest In. Its results, 
said M. S. Gorbachov at the con 
lerouce. 11 Is. Important, he .wept 
on to Say, dial we arrange mat 
ters so' that man con qldarly see 
the final alra, end feel A direct 
dependence between his labour 
and ' remuneration for IL We 
have already had experience Of 
this kind.

'Kalevala' anniversary 

"Kalevala", a collection of 
epic poems, Lhc sizo of a child's 
palm, printed in Petrozavodsk, 
has been Issued to mark the 
150th anniversary slnca Hie pu- 
blication of lha first edition of 
this Karelian and Finnish epic. 

Tha Karelia Publishers are 
pulling out about twenty titles 
marking the anniversary, in- 
cluding a complete collection 
of the rhuns, ancient poems, il- 
lustrated In colour, and printed 
In Finnish and Russian. 

Particularly Interesting are (he 
travel notes written by Elias 
LQnnrot, a well-known Finnish 
scholar of folklore. Published for 
lha first time In Russian, Ihey 
Include letters, diaries, and notes 
In which much space Is devoted 

! * the description of the every- 
ay life and habit s of the popu- 
lation living |n Karelia 150 years 
ago. 

"Kantelelar". a collection of 
Karelian and Finnish folk songs 
and lament at ions, is also being 
published in this country for the 
Hist llmo. "The Rhuns", a volu- 
ble of epic poems as relaied by 
the Pertunen family, Is of espe- 
cial interest. It contains songs 
recorded for posterity at vari- 
ous limes, by members of the 
pari linen family, well known in 
Karelia as letters of folk talus.

Tha IRS — fhe Azerbaijan the- 
atre of old national music, is a 
comparatively young company. 
It gave itr first performance In 
Baku, capital of the republic, in 
1981, but intensive research pre- 
ceded the premiere. 

The idea of setting up this 
unusual theatre arose when its 
arf director, composer Rashid 
Naslb-ogly, and musical adviser 
Side hi Mustafeyev discovered 54 
songs In ihe republican deposit- 
ory of manuscripts recorded just 
as they were once sung by folk 
bards and which had never since 


been performed. Several expedi- 
tions were organized to ramole 
mountain and steppe districts of 
Azerbaijan, where melodies and 
lyrics, ancient musical instru- 
ments and costumes were found. 
Many of the musical Instruments 
in the theatre orchestra are 
unique; some having been re- 
constructed from ancient rock 
carvings, and others discovered 
In Ihe mounfain villages of 
Azerbaijan and Central Asia and 
restored by the musicians them- 
selves,

Isis of scenes recreated from 
folklore to llss accompaniment 
of music, says Rashid Nasib-ogly. 
For inslance, wedding and ritual 
songs connected with different 
seasons as, for example, the 
coming of spring and hopes for 
a bumper harvest, or songs about 
work — harvesting, for example. 
We also re-enacl musical scenes 
Illustrating folk traditions such as 
"Killm-Arasy'' (between the car- 
pet). Such scenes were ol great 
social Importance, The people 
Injected them with specific mean- 
ing, their thoughts and hopes, 
while a jesler would tell Ihe 
whole truth under Ihe guise ol 
a joke. 

Included In the repertoire o{ 
the company which consists ol 
16 people (12 musicians and 
4 singers) are 50 songs and folk 
scenes.

Al the first festival ol 
Transcaucasian (oik music Ihe 
IRS was awarded Ihe Grand Prix 
and recently II received from 
Italy Ihe commemorative gold 
medal of the San Carlo Ihealro 
of Naples.
